rejected claims 2 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6,112,389 to Boltshauser (''Boltshauser'O; 

rejected claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by United States 
Patent No. 6,122,821 to Dornieden et ah ("Domieden"); and 

rejected claims 2-5, 9, 14 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over 
Applicants' Admitted Prior Art (''AAPA'O/ in view of Dornieden. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 14, 15, 18 and 19 are pending in the present application. 
Claims 1, 6-8, 10-12 and 19 were previously withdrawn from consideration. Claims 
13, 16 and 17 were previously canceled. Claims 2, 4, 9, 14, 15, 18 and 19 are amended 
herewith. Claim 3 is canceled herewith. Claim 2 and 18 are independent claims. 
Claims 4, 5, 9, 14 and 15 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 2. 

Applicants respectfully submit that nothing in the foregoing Amendments to 
the Claims constitutes new matter. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the foregoing Amendments to the claims 
have placed claims 2, 4, 5, 9, 14, 15 and 18 in condition for allowance, and prompt 
entry to this effect is respectfully requested.
